- Warthere were 53,.67. In 1807 the figures 


were 66,118. Two years after Gencral Grant 
came into office the number of employees had 
run up to 57,605, and the ranks have swelled 
every year during his sdministration, until in 
1978, the army of office-bolders numbered 
85600.
